the body. 


"The evils resulting from corsets are

Gn nil er* In tlie Kavy to Keeefve 


Cornxuiftnions. 


Two enlisted men of the navy, says 


a Washington dispatch, are about to 
cross the line between the forecastle and 
quarter deck without having been quail- 
fled to be line officers at toe Naval acad- 
emy. 
The last congress authorized the 


examination of applicants for examina- 
tion, and determined that as many as 
six enlisted men might, upon proving 
their full qualification for the rank of 
ensign, be appointed each year by the 
president. 


This did not meet with unanimous 


favor in the navy, Bear Admiral Samp- 
son being made to appear averse to the 
introduction of enlisted men into the 
line without subjecting them to the 
preparation given to academy cadets. 
He refused to recommend a gunner 
named Morgan for reasons set forth 
at the time in a letter to the depart- 
ment. 


Morgan was ineligible, however, be- 


cause he had passed the age limit at 
which offloers can be taken in. Gun- 
ner Francis Martin has been under ex- 
amination for twelve days at the navy 
yard before a board consisting of such 
officers of experience as Rear Admiral 
John G. Walker, retired; Rear Admiral 
Watson, and Captain T. F.Jewell.
